G S,R. 1(E),—in exercise of the powers conferred by sub- 
seciion (6) of section 9 A and sub-section (2) of section 9B 
of the Customs Tariff Act, 1975 (51 of 1975) and in super- 
session of the Customs Tariff (Identification, Assessment and 
Collection of Duty or Additional Duty on Dumped Articles 
and for Determination of Injury) Rules, 1985, except as 
respect things done or omhtert to be done before such super¬ 
session, the Central Government hereby makes the following 
ndes, namely:— 

1. Short title and commencement*—(1) These rules may be 
called the Customs Tariff (Identification, Assessment and 
Collection of Ami-dumping Duty on Dumped Articles mid 
for Determination of Injury) Rules, 1995, 

(2) They shall come into force on the 1st day of January, 
1995, 

2* Definitions*—In these rules, unlcs the context otherwise 
requires,-^ 

(a) “Act” means the Customs Tariff Act, 1975 (5t of 

1975), 

(b) “domestic industry” means the domestic producers 
as a whole engaged in the manufacture of the like 
article and anv activity connected therewith or 
those whose collective output of the said article 
constitutes a major proportion of the total domestic 
production of that article except when such pro¬ 
ducers are related to the exporters or importers of 
the alleged dumped article or are themselves im¬ 
porters thereof in which case such producers shall 
be deemed not to form part of domestic industry: 

Provided that m exceptional circumstances referred to 
in sub-rule (3) of rule 11, the domestic industry 
in relation to the article in quesfen shall be deemed 
to comprise two or more competitive markets and 
the producers within each of such market a separate 
industry, if— 

(i) the producers within such a market sell all or 
almost all of their production of the article in 
question in that market, and 

(ii> the demand in the market is not in any substantial 
degree supplied by producers of the said article 
located elsewhere i* the territory; 

fr) “Interested party” includes— 

(i) an exporter or a foreign producer or the importer 
of an article subicct to investigation for being 
dumped in India, or a trade or business associa¬ 
tion n majority of the members of which are 
producers, exporters or inipooTtejjR of such an 
article; 

(tr) the government of the exporting country ; and 
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(in) a producer of the like article in India or a trade 
and business association a majority of the members 
of which produce the like article* in India; 

(d) “like article” means an article which is identical or 
alike in all respects to the artide under investiga¬ 
tion for being dumped in India or in the absence 
of such an article, another article which although 
not alike in all jespects, has characteristics closely 
resembling those of the articles under investigation; 

(e) “provisional duty” means an anti-dumping duty im¬

Provided that no investigation shall he initiated if domes- 
t ic producers expressly supporting the applic ai ion 
account for less than twenty live per cent of the 
loml production of the like article by the domestic 
industry, and 

<b) it examines the accuiucy and adequacy of the evi¬ 
dence provided in the application and satisfies itself 
til at there is sufficient evidence regarding— 

(i) dumping, 

(h) injury, where applicable, and

to justify the initiation of an investigation. 

Explanation.^For the purpose of this rule the application

(5) The designated authority shall notify the government 
of the exporting country before proceeding to initiate un 
investigation. 

6. Principles governing investigations.—(1) The designated 
authority shall, after it has decided to initiate investigation 
to determine the existence, degree and effect of anv alleged 
dumping of any article, issue a public notice notifying its 
decision and such public notice shall, inter alia, contain ade¬ 
quate information on (he following :— 

(r) the name of the exposing country or countries and 
the article involved; 

(ii) the date of initiation of the investigation; 

(iii) the basis on which dumping Is alleged in the appli¬ 

cation ; 

t\v) a summary of the factors on which the allegation 
of injury is based; 

(v) the address to which representations hy interested 

parties should be directed ; and 

(vi) the iimc-limits allowed to interested parties for making 

their views known. 


(2) A copy of the public notice shall be forwarded by the 
designated authority to the known exporters of the article 
alleged to have been dumped, the governments of the export¬ 
ing countries concerned and other interested parties.

Provided that the designated authority shall also make 
available a cony of the application to anv other interested

(4) The designated authority may issue a notice calling 
for any information, in such form as may be specified bv 
it, from the exporters, foreien producers and other interested 
parties and such information shall be furnished by such 
persons in writing within thirty days from the date of receipt 
of the notice or within such extended period as the designated 
authority may allow on sufficient cause being shown. 


Explanation,—For the purpose of this sub rule, the notice 
calling for information and other documents shall be deemed 
to have been received one week from the date on which 
it was sent by the designated authority or transmitted lo Ihe 
appropriate diplomatic representative of the exporting country. 

(5) The designated authority shall ulso provide opportunity 
lo the industrial users of the article under investigation, and 
to representative consumer organisations in cases where the 
aiticle k commonly sold at the retain level, to furnish in¬ 
formation which is relevant to the investigation regarding 
dumping injury where applicable, and casualty. 

(6) The designated authority may allow an interested party 
or its representative to present the information relevant to 
the investigation orally but such oral information shall be 
taken into consideration by the designated authority only 
when it is subsequently reproduced in writing 

(7) The designated authority shall make available 
the evidence presented lo it by one interested party to the 
other interested parlies, participating in the investigation. 

(8) In a case where an interested party refuses access to, 

or otherwise does not provide necessary information within 
a reasonable period, or significantly impedes the investigation, 
the designated authority may record its findings on the basis 
of the facts available lo it and make such recommendations 
to the Central Government as it deems fit under such circum¬ 
stances. _ _ 

7, Confidential informations.—(1) Notwithstanding anything 
contained In sub-ruJcs (2), (3) anti (7) of rule 6, sub-rule 
(2) of rule 12, sub-rule (4) of rule 15 and sub-rule f4) of 
rule 17, the copies of applications received under sub-rule 
(J) of rule 5, or any other information provided to the de¬ 
signated authority on a confidential basis by any party in

8. Accuracy of the information.—Except in cases referred 
to in sub-rule (8) of rule 6, the designated authority shall 
during the course of investigation satisfy itself as to the 
accuracy of the information supplied by the interested parties 
upon which Its findings are based.

10. Determination of normal value, export price and 
margin of dumping.—An article shall be considered as being 
dumped if it is exported from a country or territory to 
India at a price less than its normal value and In such cir¬ 
cumstances the designated authority shall determine the nor¬ 
mal value, export prices and the margin of dumping taking 
Into account, inter-alia, the principles laid down in Annexure 
I to these rules. 
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11 Determination of injury.—(1) In the ease of imports 
from spcnlied countries, the designated authority shall re¬ 
cord u further finding that import of such article into India 
causes or threatens material injury to any established industry 
in India or materially retards the establishment of any in¬ 
dustry in India. 

(2) The designated authority shall determine the injury 
to domestic industry, threat ot injury to domestic industry, 
material retardation to establishment of domestic industry 
and a casual link between dumped imports and injury, taking 
into account all relevant facts, including the volume of dump¬ 
ed imports, their effect on price in the domestic murkeL toi 
like articles and the consequent effect of such imports on 
domestic producers of such articles and in accordance wan 
the principles set out m Annexure-U lo these rules. 

(3l The designated authority may, in exceptional cases, 
Hive a finding as to the existence of injury even where a 
substantial portion of the domestic industry is not injured,

(id the dumped articles are causing injury to the pro¬ 
ducers of all or almost all ot the production within 
such market. 


12 Ficfiminury findings.—(0 The designated authority 
shall'proceed expeditiously with the conduct of ihe uivesii- 
guliun und shall, in appropriate cases, record a pt ell mm ary 
linding regarding export price, normal value and margin or 
dumping, and in respect of imports from specified eounti es, 
it shall also record a further finding regarding injury to the 
domestic industry ana such finding shall contain sufficiently 
detailed information for the preliminary determinations on 
dumping and injury and shall refer to the matters of fact and 
law which have led to arguments being accepted or rejected. 
It will also contain— 

(i) the names of the suppliers, or when this is impracti¬ 

cable, the supplying countries involved; 

(ii) a description of the article which is sufficient for 

customs purposes ; 


(iii) the margins of dumping established and a full ex¬ 

planation of the reasons for the methodology use 
in the estahhslimcnt and comparison of the export 
price and the normal value; 

(iv) considerations relevant to the injury determination; 

und 


(v) the main reasons leading to the determination. 


(2) The designated authority shall issue a public notice 
record inn its preliminary findings. 


13. Levy of provisional duty.—The Central Government 
may. on the basis of the preliminary findings recorded by the 
designated authority, impose a provisional duty not exceeding 
the margin of dumping: 

Provided that no such duty shall be imposed before the 
expiry Of sixty days from the date of the public notice issued 
by the designated authority regarding its decision lo initiate 
investigations : 

Provided further that such duty shall remain in force only 
for a period not exceeding six months which may upon 
request of the exporters representing a significant percentage 
of the trade involved be extended by the Central Oovcrnmen 
lo nine months.

(n) in the case of imports from specified countries under¬ 
take to revise the prices so that injurious elfect of 
dumping is eliminated and the designated authority 
is satisfied that the injurious effect of the dumping is 
eliminated; 

Provided further that the designated authority shall com¬ 
plete the investigation and record its finding, if the exporter 
so desires, or it so decides. 

(2) No undertaking as regards price increase under clause 
(iij of the sub-ride (1J shall be accepted from any exporter 
unless the designated authority had made preliminary deter¬ 
mination of dumping and the injury. 

(3) The designated authority may, also not accept under¬ 
takings offered by any exporter, if it considers that acceptance 
of such undertaking is impractical or is unacceptable for any 
other reason. 

(4) The designated authority shall intimate the acceptance 
of an undertaking and suspension or termination of investi¬ 
gation to the Central Government and also issue a public 
notice in this regard. The public notice shall, contain inter- 
alia, the non-confidential part of the undertaking. 

(5) Tn cases where an undertaking has been accepted by 
the designated authority the Central Government may not 
impose a duty under sub-section (2) of section 9A of the 
Act for such period the undertaking acceptable to the desig¬ 
nated authority remains valid. 

(6) Where the designated authority has accepted any under¬ 
taking under sub-rule (lj, it may require the exporter from 
whom such undertaking has been accepted to provide from 
time to time Information relevant to the fulfilment of the 
undertaking and to permit verification of relevant data :

(1) 'I he dcsingnted authority may initiate investiga¬ 
tion *nto any dumping alleged to be taking place into 
India and causing injury to the domestic industry of 
any third country which is a member of tho World 
Trade Organisation. 

(2) Th designated authority in such cases shall 
follow die procedures laid down in Article 14 of the 
Agreement on Implementation of Article VI of the 
General Agreement on Tariff and Trade, 1994, as 
contained in the Final Act of Uruguay Round Multi¬ 
lateral Trade Negotiations. 

ANNEXURE t 
(Sec rule B) 

Principles governing the determination of Normal 
Value, Export Price and Margin of Dumping. 

The designated authority while determining the 
normal value, export price and margin of dumping 
shall take into account inter alia, the following prin¬ 
ciples :—■ 

1* The elements of costs referred to in the context 
of determination of normal value shall normally be 
determined on the basis of records kept by the ex- 
porier or producer under investigation, provided such 
recoil are in accordance wilh the generally accepted 
accounting principles of the exporting country, and 
such records, reasonably reflect the cost associated 
whh production and sale of the article under consi¬ 
der n I ion. 

2, Sales of the like product in the domestic market 
of the exporting country or sales to a third country at 
prices below per unit (fixed and variable) costs of 
production plus administrative, selling and gcucial 
costs may be treated as not being in the ordinary 
course of trade by reason of price. The designated 
authority may disregard these sales, in determining 
normal value, provided it has determined that :— 

(i) such sales are made with in a reasonable 
period of time (not less than six months) 
in substantial quantities, i.e, when the 
weighted average selling price of the article 
is below the weighted average per unit 
costs or when the volume of the soles 
below per unit costs represents not less than 
twenty per cent of the volume sold in trans¬ 
actions under consideration, and 

Oil such sales arc at prices which do not pro¬ 
vide for the recovery of all costs within a 
reasonable period of time* The said prices 
will be considered to provide for recovery 
of costs within a reasonable period of time 
if they are above weighted average per unit 
costs for the period of investigation, even 
though they might have been below per 
unit costs at the time of sale, 

3, (i) The said authority in the course of investi¬ 
gation shall consider all available evidence on the 
proper allocation of costs, including that which is 
made available by the exporter or producer provided 
that such allocation has been historically utilised by

tfie exporter or producer, in relation to establishing 
appropriate amortization and depreciation periods 
and allowances ior capital expenditure and other 
development costs. 

(ii) unless already reflected in allocation of costs 
referred to in clause (1) and sub-clause (i) above, 
the designated authority, will also make appropriate 
adjustments for those non-rccurring items of cost 
which benefit further and/or current production, or 
for circumstances in which costs during the period of 
investigation are affected by start up operation. 

4. The amounts for administrative, selling and 
general costs and for profits as referred to in sub¬ 
section (1) of section 9-A of the Act, shall be based 
ou actual data pertaining to production and sales in 
the ordinary course of trade, of the like article by 
the exporter or producer under investigation. 
When such amounts cannot be determined 
on this basis, the amounts may be determined on the 
basis ot 

(i) the actual amounts incurred and realized 
by the exporter or producer in question, in 
respect of production and sales in the do¬ 
mestic market of the country of origin of 
the same general category of article ; 

(ii) the weighted average of the actual amounts 
incurred and realized by other exporters or 
producers subject to investigation in respect 
of production and sales of the like article 
in the domestic market of the country of 
origin ; or 

(iii) any other reasonable method, provided that 
the amount for profit so established shall 
not exceed the profit normally realized by 
the exporters or producers on sales of pro¬ 
ducts of the same general category in the 
domestic market of the country of origin. 

5. The designated authority, while arriving at a 
constructed export price, shall give due allowance for 
costs including duties and taxes, incurred between 
importation and resale and for profits. 

6. (i) While arriving at margin of dumping, the 
designated authority shall make a fair comparison 
between the export price and the normal value. The 
comparison shall be made at the same level of trade, 
normally at the ex-factory level, and in respect of 
sales made at as nearly as possible the same time. 
Due allowance shall be made in each case, on its 
merits, for differences which affect price comparabb 
lity, including differences in conditions and terms of 
sale, taxation, levels of trade, quantities, physical 
characteristics, and any other difference which are 
demonstrated to affect price comparability. 

(ii) in the cases where export price i s a construct¬ 
ed price, the comparison shall be made only after 
establishing the normal value at equivalent level of 
trade. 

(iii) When the comparison under this para requires 
a conversion of currencies, such conversion should 
be made by using the rate of exchange on the date of 
sale, provided that when a sale or foreign currency 
on forward markets is directly linked to the export 
sale involved the rate of exchange in the forward 
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sale shall be used. Fluctuations in exchange rates 
shall be ignored and in an investigation the exporters 
shall be given at least sixty days to have adjusted 
their export prices to reflect sustained movements in 
exchange rates during the period of investigation. 

(iv) Subject to the provisions governing compari¬ 
son in this paragraph, the existence of margin of 
dumping during the investigaion phase shall normally 
be established on the basis of a comparison of a 
weighted average normal value and export prices on 
a fransaction-to-transadion basis. A normal value 
established on a weighted average basis may be com¬ 
pared to prices of individual export transactions if it 
is found that a pattern of export prices which differ 
significantly among different purchasers regions or 
time periods, and if an explanation is provided as to 
why such differences cannot be taken into account 
appropriately by the use of a weighted average-lo- 
weighted average or transaclion-to-transaction com¬ 
parison. 

ANNEXURE-1I 
[See rule 9(2)] 

PRINCIPLES FOR DETERMINATION OF 
INJURY 

The designated authority while determining the 
injury or threat of material injury to domestic industry 
or material retardation of the establishment of such an 
industry, hereinafter referred to as “injury” and casual 
link between dumped imports and such injury, shall 
inter-alia, take following principles under considera¬ 
tion :— 

(i) A determination of injury shall involve an 
objective examination of both (a) the volume 
of the dumped imports and the effect of the 
dumped imports on prices in the domestic 
market for like article and (b) the conse¬ 
quent impact of these imports on domestic 
producers of such products. 

(ii) While examining the volume of dumped 
imports, the said authority shall consider 
whether there has been a significant increase 
in the dumped imports, either in absolute 
terms or relative to production or consump¬ 
tion in India. Wiih regard to the effect of 
the dumped imports on prices as referred 
to in sub-rule (2) of rule 18 the designated 
authority shall consider whether there has 
been a significant price under cutting by 
the dumped imports as compared with the 
price of like product in India, or whether 
the effect of such imports is otherwise to 
depress prices to a significant degree or pre¬ 
vent price increase which otherwise would 
have occured, to a significant degree. 

(iii) In cases where imports of a product from 
more than one country are being simul¬ 
taneously subjected to anti-dumping investi¬ 
gation, the designated authority will cumula¬ 
tively assess the effect of such imports, 
only when it determines that (a) the margin 
of dumping established in relation to the 
imports from each country is more than two 
per cent expressed as percentage of export 
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price and tile volume of the imports from 
each country is three per cent of the import 
of like article or where the export of indivi¬ 
dual countries less than three per cent, the 
imports collectively accounts for more than 
seven per cent 'of llic import of like article 
and (b) cumulative assessment of the effect 
of imports is appropriated light of the 
conditions of competition between the 
imported article and the like domestic arti¬ 
cles. 

(iv) The examination of the impact of the 
dumped imports on the domestic industry 
concerned, shall include an evaluation of 
all relevant economic factors and indices 
having a bearing on the state of the indnsti:■> 
including natural and potential decline in 
sales, profits, output, market share, Pro¬ 
ductivity, relurn on investments or utilisa¬ 
tion of capacity ; factors affecting domestic 
prices ; the magnitude of the margin of 
dumping; actual and potential negative 
effects on cash flow, inventories, emplov- 
ment. wages, growth, ability to raise capital 
investments. 

(v) It must be demonstrated that the dumped 
imports are, through the effects of dumping 
as sfct forth in paragraphs (ii) and (iv) 
above, causing injury to the domestic 
industry. The demonstration of a casual 
relationship between the dumped imports 
and the injury to the domestic industry shall 
be based on an examination of relevant 
evidence before the designated authority. 

designated authority shall also examine 
any known factors other than the dumped 
Imports which at the same time are injuring 
the domestic industry, and the injury caused 
by these other factors must not he attribu* 
tad to the dumped imports. Factors which 
may be relevant in this respect include, 
intcralia, the volume and prices of imports 
Sot sold at dumping prices, contraction in 
fjemand or changes in the patterns of con¬ 
sumption, trade restrictive practices of and 
competition between the foreign and domes¬ 
tic producers, developments in technology 
and the export peifcrmance and the pro¬ 
ductivity of the domestic industry. 


(vi) The effect or the dumped imports shall be 
assessed in relation to the domestic produc¬ 
tion of the like article when available data 
permit the separate identification of that 
pi eduction on the basis of such criteria as 
the production process, producers' sales 
and profits. If such sepnjute identifica¬ 
tion of that production is not prossiblc, the 
effects of the dumped imports shall be 
assessed by the examination of the produc¬ 
tion of the narrowest group or range of 
products, which includes The like product, 
for which the necessary information can 
be provided. 

(vii) A determination of a threat of material 
injury shall be based on facts and not merely 
on allegation, conjuclure or remote possi¬ 
bility, The change in circumstances which 
would create a situation in which the 
dumping would cause injury must be clearly 
foreseen and imminent. In making a 
determination regarding the existence of a 
threat of material injury, the designated 
authority shall consider, interalia, such fac¬ 
tors as: 

(a) a significant rate of increase of dumped 
imports into India indicating the likeli¬ 
hood 1 of substantially increased importa¬ 
tion ; 

(b) sufficient freely disposable, or an immi¬ 
nent, substantial increase in, capacity of 
the exporter indicating the likelihood of 
substantially increased dumped exports to 
Indian market, taking into account the 
availability of other export markets to 
absorb any additional exports ; 

(c) whether imports arc entering at prices 
that will have a significant depressing or 
suppressing effect on domestic prices, and 
would likely increase demand for fur¬ 
ther imports; and 

(d) inventories of the article being investiga¬ 
ted,
